Wildlife in Winter 
! 
By G. E. Moore 


Each form of wildlife, whether j 
animal or vegetable, has its own j 
particular method of enduring, or j 
surviving, the rigors of our Mis- • 
souri winters. 
Many birds 
and 
some mammals simply escape the ■ 
cold and famine of winter by mi­ 
grating to w armer places. 
Others [ 
have become adapted by nature to [ 
hibernating, or 
sleeping, 
d uring: 
which period they require little or j 
no food and no warmth other than 1 
that of the earth below the frost! 
line. 
It is very interesting to study 
the individual variations of meth­ 
ods used by our 
Missouri 
birds, 
animals, and plants. 
We cannot 
mention all here but will suggest j 
some things that may 
lead 
o u r » 
readers to make their own observ- J 
ations. Animals hibernate in vary­ 
ing degrees. Even fish are less ac­ 
tive ' in 
very 
cold 
water. 
On 
nights 
when 
the 
temperature 
ranges near zero giggers find the 
fish gathered in the deepest water. 
After a few warmer days they are 
again on the riffles feeding. 
An 
opossum may leave tracks in the 
snow 
in 
comparatively 
warm 
weather but may also remain in 
its den for a week or two 
at 
a 
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stretch in very cold weather. Trap- | 
pers have reported raccoon 
re­ 
maining in a hole in a bluff 
for 
several weeks. 
Warm, or tnawing 
nights, bring such 
animals 
out 
again. 
On the 
other 
hand 
the 
habit of hibernating sleep is 
so 
firn.ly fixed in some animals that 
they hardly move all winter. Bears 
usually remain in their dens for 
several months. 
People who live 
in the prairie parts of the 
state 
will miss their ground 
squirrels 
during winter for they are sound 
asleep far under ground. 
But the 
chiomunks of the wooded parts of 
the state are active nearly 
every 
day, leeding on foods stored in 
tfceir den and com mg outside on 
warm, sunshiny days. 
Si /me of our permanent resident 


birds, such as the chickadee, nut­ 
hatch, titmouse ,and woodpeckers, 
are very noticeable during winter. 
Others are still with us but may 
escape notice. 
Mockingbirds 
are 
hidden away in some thicket that 
holds a supply of fruit of 
some 
sort; meadowlarks and doves will 
be found in flocks in places that 
seem favorable to them. 
Plover, 
jacksnipe, kingfishers, and other 
water frequenting 
birds 
require 
water or mud that is not frozen 
and even when most of our land­ 
scape is locked last in 
ice 
and 
snow some of these birds may be 
found where there 
is 
running 
spring water, or perhaps about the 
outlet of a city sewer basin where 
there is soft earth and 
running 
water. 


Insects may pass the winter in 
either egg, larva, pupa, or adult 
stage. 
Loaf shaped 
clusters 
of 
praying mantis eggs will be found 
on rocks, trees, or 
posts. 
Over­ 
lapping in a single row, katydid 
eggs are placed on twigs. 
Some 
moths winter in the egg stage but 
no butterflies of the common Mis­ 
souri sorts. 
The 
larger 
ones, 
swallowtails, winter as pupae and 
their coffin shaped cases will be 
found suspended by a single loop 
of silk thread around a small bush 
or twig. The question mark, goat- 
weed and others winter as adults 
in hollow trees and may 
fly 
on 
warm, sunshiny winter days. Oth­ 
er sorts 
winter as caterpillers, 
sheltered under stones or litter of 
any sort. 


Plants use all these methods ex­ 
cepting migration. 
Some 
winter 
only as seeds, others as roots un­ 
derground, and still others keep 
both roots and tops alive. 
A sur- 
] prisingly large number of plants 
will be found to have rosettes of 
green leaves pressed close to earth 
beneath snow or dry leaves and 
. often these rosettes bear so little 
resemblance to their summertime 
foliage that they are not recogniz­ 
ed. 
Nature study may be as fascinat­ 
ing in winter as in summer, though 
of quite different character.

Whooping cough is a highly con­ 
tagious disease, especially danger­ 
ous for babies and young children. 
Parents should do everything they 
can to keep children from catch­ 
ing it. 
B y itself, whooping cough sel­ 
dom causes death. It is dangerous 
chiefly because it makes it vic­ 
tims so weak that they easily get 
pneumonia or some other infection. 
It is estimated that pneumonia is 
a complication in nearly 75 per 
cent of all attacks of 
whooping 
cough that end fatally. 
In some cases incessant cough­ 
ing may cause a hernia (rupture) 
or may cause injury to the heart.

Conservation 
News 


Jefferson City, Mo.— Many quail 
hunters who have complained of a 
shortage of birds this season have 
been looking for them in the wrong 
places, according to reports of a 
number of Missouri sportsmen who 
have participated in a survey made 
by the Conservation 
Commission 
following a reported shortage of 
quail. 
The birds are there, sportsmen 
have reported, but they are not 
being found in the usual places. 
This report bears out the findings 
of the Commission’s own field staff. 
Some hunters, farmers and oth­ 
ers interested in the quail 
crop, 
who failed to find birds 
in 
the 
open fields where they had found 
them last year, jumped to the con­ 
clusion that there were no birds. 
However, they soon learned that 
the birds were to be found, but not 
in the places where they had been 
accustomed to finding 
them, 
or 
where they had been seen before 
the opening of the quail season. 
Instead of being found in the 
open, they were more 
often 
in 
woods or dense underbrush, near 
streams, ponds, 
lakes 
or 
other 
permanent water supply. This, of 
course, made hunting more diffi­ 
cult, not only for the hunters but 
for the dogs; but the persevering 
hunter could and did bag his limit. 
But whereas last year birds were 
easy to find and a 
hunter 
often 
bagged his limit in a few hours, 
this year, during the season to date, 
it has in many cases taken him all 
day to accomplish the same thing. 
Some Conservation Agents and 
hunters 
reported 
having 
found 
quail roosting in trees. “ On my last 
trip this week end” wrote a St. 
Louis huntqr, “ I went to a place 
where there were always a lot of 
birds, but I was unable to find any. 
Finally I went over to a grove of 
cedar trees, a covey of quail flew 
out. 
A little later another covey 
flew out of the woods. After hunt­ 
ing them for an hour, we found 
they had all landed in trees.” 
His experience is reflected 
in 
many other letters received by the 
Commission from quail 
hunters. 
Other unusual behavior of 
birds 
has been noticed by spprtsmen this 
season. 
Bird dogs, they 
report, 
have been unable 
to 
locate 
the 
“ singles” , which means the loss of 
many shots. Coveys, when disturb­ 
ed, scattered in all directions and 
seldom could more than one or two 
of them be located. This tendency, 
coupled with birds “ flushing wild” , 
accounted for many reports of un­ 
successful hunting 
While there is a 
usual 
season 
shuffle of birds in the fall, due to 
unusual weather 
conditions 
this 
year, the shuffle was both earlier 
than usual and more pronounced. 
Following the 
drouth 
condition 
which prevailed for more than two 
months preceding the opening of 
the season, there was a severe cold 
spell during the first few days of 
the season. 
During the drouth 
many birds were seen in the open 
country near water areas, indicat­ 
ing a good crop. The cold weather 
drove them quickly to cover, and 
when hunters failed to find them 
where they had seen them before 
the season opened, many became 
alarmed about the situation. 
Even since the survey was start­ 
ed by the Commission last week, 
more optimistic reports have been 
received from hunters 
over 
the 
state. 
With more settled weather, 
birds are beginning to move into 
areas where they were found last 
season, and if settled weather con­ 
tinues, good shooting is predicted 
until the season ends December 31. 
The “ burning-off” season is ap­ 
proaching, and between now 
and 
early spring thousands of acres of 
Missouri woodland will be burned 
off by farmers who fail to recognize 
the damage not only to the land 
itself, but to every form of wildlife. 
According to the survey made by 
the Forestry Section of the Mis­ 
souri 
Conservation 
Commission, 
more than half the forest fires ^n 
Missouri are caused by this prac­ 
tice. 
In other words, 
it 
starts 
more forest fires than all other 
causes combined. 
For generations it has been the 
custom in most sections of 
Mis­ 
souri to “ burn off” the woodlands 
as often as possible. Many reasons 
are advanced for this, some of the

While the Missouri state 
laws 
prohibit the starting of fires which 
w ill damage the property of others, 
it is only through education that 
Missouri landowners can be shown 
the danger to the land and to wild­ 
life of burning off their own land. 
The Missouri Wildlife and For­ 
estry code, trappers should bear in 
mind, specifies that all traps 
be 
labeled. The label should bear the 
name, address and permit number 
f of the owner. 
The Missouri Conservation Com­ 
mission does not furnish tags 
or 
labels. 
While the type of tag the 
tragger uses is left up to him, a 
good serviceable tag may be made 
with a square piece of tin on which 
is punched, with an ice pick 
or 
similar instrument, the

information.

birds, such as the chickadee, nut­ 
hatch, titmouse ,and woodpeckers, 
are very noticeable during winter. 
Others are still with us but may 
escape notice. 
Mockingbirds 
are 
hidden away in some thicket that 
holds a supply of fruit of 
some 
sort; meadowlarks and doves will 
be found in flocks in places that 
seem favorable to them. 
Plover, 
jacksnipe, kingfishers, and 
other 
water frequenting 
birds 
require 
water or mud that is not frozen 
and even when most of our land­ 
scape is locked fast in 
ice 
and 
snow some of these birds may be 
found where there 
is 
running 
spring water, or perhaps about the 
outlet of a city sewer basin where 
there is soft earth and 
running 
water. 


Insects may pass the winter 
in 
either egg, larva, pupa, or adult 
stage. 
Loaf shaped 
clusters 
of 
praying mantis eggs will be found 
on rocks, trees, or 
post*. 
Over­ 
lapping in a single row, katydid 
eggs are placed on twigs. 
Some 
moths winter in the egg stage but 
no butterflies of the common Mis­ 
souri sorts. 
The 
larger 
ones, 
swallowtails, winter as pupae and 
their coffin shaped cases will be 
found suspended by a single loop 
of silk thread around a small bush 
or twig. The question mark, goat- 
weed and others winter as adults 
in hollow trees and may 
fly 
on 
warm, sunshiny winter days. Oth­ 
er 
sorts 
winter as caterplllers, 
sheltered under stones or litter of 
any sort. 


Plants use all these methods ex­ 
cepting migration. 
Some 
winter 
only as seeds, others as roots un­ 
derground, and still others keep 
both roots and tops alive. 
A sur­ 
prisingly large number of plants 
will be found to have rosettes of 
green leaves pressed close to earth 
beneath snow or dry leaves and 
often these rosettes bear so little 
resemblance to their summertime 
foliage that they are not recogniz­ 
ed. 
Nature study may be as fascinat­ 
ing in winter as in summer, though 
of quite different character.

Conservation 
News 


Jefferson City, Mo.— Many quail 
hunters who have complained of a 
shortage of birds this season have 
been looking for them in the wrong 
places, according to reports of a 
number of Missouri sportsmen who 
have participated in a survey made 
by the Conservation 
Commission 
following a reported shortage of 
quail. 
The birds are there, sportsmen 
have reported, but they are not 
being found in the 
usual 
places. 
This report bears out the findings 
of the Commission’s own field staff. 
Some hunters, farmers and oth­ 
ers interested in the quail 
crop, 
who failed to find birds 
in 
the 
open fields where they had found 
them last year, jumped to the con­ 
clusion that there were no birds. 
However, they soon learned that 
the birds were to be found, but not 
in the places where they had been 
accustomed to finding 
them, 
or 
where they had been seen before 
the opening of the quail season. 
Instead of being found in the 
open, they were more 
often 
in 
woods or dense underbrush, near 
streams, ponds, 
lakes 
or 
other 
permanent water supply. This, of 
course, mode hunting more diffi­ 
cult. not only for the hunters but 
for the dogs; but the persevering 
hunter could and did bag his lim it. 
But whereas last year birds were 
easy to find and a 
hunter 
often 
bagged his lim it in a few hours,

Other unusual behavior of 
birds 
has been noticed by spprtsmen this 
Mason. 
Bird dogs, they 
report, 
have been unable to 
locate 
the 
“ singles” , which means the loss of 
many shots. Coveys, when disturb­ 
ed, scattered in all directions and 
seldom could more than one or two 
of them be located. This tendency, 
coupled w'ith birds “flushing w ild” , 
accounted for many reports of un­ 
successful hunting. 
W hile there is a 
usual 
season 
shuffle of birds in the fall, due to 
unusual weather 
conditions 
this 
year, the shuffle was both earlier 
than usual and more pronounced. 
Following the 
drouth 
condition 
which prevailed for more than two 
months preceding the opening of 
the season, there wras a severe cold 
spell during the first few days of 
the season. 
During the 
drouth 
many birds were seen in the open 
country near w'ater areas, indicat- : 
ing a good crop. The cold w eather! 
drove them quickly to cover, and I 
when hunters failed to find them 
where they had seen them before 
the season opened, many became 
alarmed about the situation. 
Even since the survey was start­ 
ed by the Commission last week, 
more optimistic reports have been 
received from hunters 
over 
the 
state. 
W ith more settled weather, 
birds are beginning to move into 
areas where they were found last 
season, and if settled weather con­ 
tinues, good shooting is predicted 
until the season ends December 31. 
The “ burning-ofT” season is ap­ 
proaching, and between now 
and 
early spring thousands of acres of 
Missouri woodland w ill be burned 
off by farmers who fail to recognize 
the damage not only to the land 
itself, but to every form of wildlife. 
According to the survey mode by 
the Forestry Section of the M is­ 
souri 
Conservation 
Commission, 
more than half the forest fires in 
Missouri are caused by this prac­ 
tice. 
In other w'ords, 
it 
starts 
more forest fires than all other 
causes combined. 
For generations it has been the 
custom in most sections of 
M is­ 
souri to “ burn off” the woodlands 
as often as possible. Many reasons 
are advanced for this, some of the 


each fire, and 
older 
trees 
arc 
rendered stunted and worthless. A 
comparison of growth on IW'O slm 
ilar tracts of woodland, 
one 
< 
w'hich was burned off W'hile 
the 
other w'as protected, showed that 
the protected trees made 270 per 
cent better growth than the burned 
trees. 
The soil and the forest floor 
is 
robbed of its moisture holding 
capacity and its fertility. 
In de­ 
stroying the soil 
cover, the 
fire 
makes the land susceptible to ero­ 
sion. 
A fire which is hot enough 
to consume the litter on the sur­ 
face, ordinarily destroys part 
of 
the humus in the top soil thus dam­ 
aging its 
porous 
structure 
and 
making it less receptive to pene­ 
tration of rain. 
Every form of wildlife, even in­ 
cluding game fish, suffers as a re­ 
sult of the 
burning-off 
practice 
Clover, w’hich is essential to all 
animal life, is estroyed. 
When it 
rains the soil is unable to hold the 
water. 
It rushes down the h ill­ 
sides, carrying silt and gravel with 
it which fill the streams bringing 
about a condition highly unfavor­ 
able tb fish life. 
W hile the Missouri state 
laws 
prohibit the starting of fires which 
w ill damage the property of others, 
it is only through education that 
Missouri landowners can be shown 
the danger to the land and to w ild­ 
life of burning off their own land. 
The Missouri W ildlife and For­ 
estry code, trappers should bear in 
mind, specifies that all traps 
be 
labeled. The label should bear the 
name, address and permit number 
f of the owmer. 
The Missouri Conservation Com­ 
mission does not furnish tags 
or 
labels. 
W hile the type of tag the 
tragger uses is left up to him, a 
good serviceable tag may be made 
w ith a square piece of tin on which 
is punched, with an ice pick 
or 
similar instrument, the 
required 
information.
